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Pahokee Day School Students 
Learn Of Glades’ Early Days 


Seventh and Eighth grad- 
ers of Pahokee Day School 
might well have concluded 
they “bave it pretty soft" 
after hearing Glades Pion- 
eer Lawrence E. Will re- 
port on life in the Glades 
in early settlement days. 

“The group gave rapt at- 
tention as Will cited” the 
fact that transportation to 
school was mostly by boat. 
Children living in Bean 
City rowed a boat four 
miles to school in Okeelan- 
ta and then four miles back 
against the current at the 
day's end, he said. ` 

The first school on The 
Lake was located in New- 
town — an early settlement 
north of Canal Point, and 
to reach classes there stu- 


dents had to row only about 
one mile. 

‘One of the teachers, Jim 
Beardsley, now living in 
Clewiston, set school start- 
ing time up to 7 in the 
morning so children would 
have time to work on the 
farms after school, 

Early school buildings were’ 
framed wih cypress poles 
and covered with palmetto 
leaves. The structure near 
Canal Point opened about 


1912 and the Okeelanta 
school got underway in 
1915, Will said. 


“Catfishing was the only 
industry back then,” he 
told them, “and' all Glades 
residents were fishermen.” 

Farmers, he said, started 
coming in about the time

of World War I, edging 
westward from the east 
coast principally because of 
the bad freeze in 1917 “This 
happened the same year 
Palm Beach Canal, opened, 
and people started populat- 
ing the east side of The 
Lake. Other folks came up 
the Lauderdale Canal (now 
paralleling Hwy 27) and 
settled on the south side. 
He mentioned that in the 
early days he ran boats to 
Ft. Lauderdale — “the town 
everyone went to from the 
Glades back then” — when 
he was captain and manag- 
er for Stone's Boat Line, 
and gave the students auto- 
graphed souvenir cards bus- 
iness cards from that day. 
Prior to his visit, the stu- 
dents had read the Glades 
Historian's books, and were 
prepared to flood him with 
questions about the area. 
Mr. Will presented the 
school with an autograph- 
ed copy of each of his 
books on The Glades for 
their library. 
‘This is one of the school’s 


‘projects of learning about 


the area they live in. 

“The Pahokee Day School 
has 70 students, grades one 
through seven, five teach- 
ers, and a music instructor.

Being A Good Citizen 


Even though you are not old enough to vote, you 
can practice good citizenship in school, just as your 
parents do in the community and nation. Being a “good 
school citizen” means that you do not make trouble for 
other people and that you do your part to help where 
you can, It means that you watch your behavior in school 
and at school events and that you cooperate with others 
and do your part in activities. In short, it means that you 
baye good school spirit. 

In The Classroom 

“The classroom is the heart of the school, the place 
where each boy and girl should get the educational ex- 
perience for which schools were established. One single 
person in a class who lacks the right feeling can make 
things difficult for all the others. Certainly cooperation 
and other kinds of good citizenship are very much need- 
ed in the classroom. Here is a list of ideas to follow 
while in a classroom. 

1. Get to work quickly when you come into a class- 
room. Have supplies ready before band, so you do not 
have to disturb: others after class begins by sharpening 
pencils, borrowing notebook paper, or asking futile 
questions. 

2, Pat attention to the subject being studied. 

5. Be quiet and considerate of others in the class. 
Good conduct includes making no unnecessary noise, 
such as whispering, whistling, laughing, writing or pas- 
sing notes, or walking heavily up and down the aisles. 

4. Do your own class work and homework] It is 
dishonest to copy someone else's work. A pupil who 
cheats is harming no one but himself. 

5. Be courteous and considerate of teachers, and 
respect them even when you do not always agree with 
them. 

6. Show courtesy to visitors. The way you act in 
front of visitors is a reflection on your family, on your 
class, and on the school. 

7. Wait for the teachers to dismiss the class before 
leaving your seat when the ‘bell rings at the end of the 
class period, Walk out of the door slowly, Pushing and 
crowdings are not polite or safe ways to leave the room. 

8. Be particularly considerate of`new: pupils. Make 
them feel welcome and help them to get acquainted. 

On The Corridors 

If you are a good school citizen, you will be cour- 
teous on the on the corridors. Here are some hints to 
follow while passing on the corridors. 

1, Follow the rules for traffic on the corridors that 
have been set up by the faculty and members of the 
student council. 

2. Walk singularly on corridors. Three or more walk- 
ing abrest block traffic. — 

3. Avoid pushing, shoving. running, or standing in 
groups, 

4. Take your:turn and stay in the line at the drink- 
ing fountain. 

5. Avoid standing and talking in group: around the 
lockers. 

6. Go up the stairs slowly and carefully, Running or 
shoving creates confusion and accidents. 

7, 'Telk in moderate tones while on the corridors, 
close tockers carefully, and :ry to avoid any oiher un- 
recessary noises. 

During Assemblies 

It is not always easy t) practice courtesy during 
ascemoiies If the room is cruwded or hot or the speak- 
or is enirteresting to you, there is a temptation to talk 
to the person next to you. Here are suggestions to fol- 
low during assemblies or chapel programs. 

1. When entering or leaving the auditorium, walk 
quietly and avoid pushing and shoving. 

2. When seated in the auditorium, Keep your be- 
longings in your lap, not on the floor or in the aisle, 
where others may stumble over them. 

3, Leave the assembly room in a 
manner when you are dismissed.

Former Student Participates In Upward Sound Project 


James Harris, a 1965 gra- 
duate of Lake Shore High 
was selected to be one of 
the participants of the Up- 
ward Bound Project at 
Florida A and M Univer- 
sity, Tallahassee, Florida. 

Project Upward Bound is 
an educational research pro- 
ject, financed by the U. S. 
Office of Economic Opport- 
unity. It is designed to ex- 
plore means of bridging the 
gap between high schocl 
and college level study for 
underachievers, identify & 
salvage potential leaders 
from among the disadvant- 
aged, study new approaches 
to teaching, testing and eva- 
luating deprived youth and 
to stimulate them to high- 
er levels of academic ach- 
¡evement. 

Project students were se- 
lected on a state-wide basis 
from referrals by public 
agency personnel. Students 
are primarily from rural 
communities. are 1965 
high school graduates who 
scored less than the mini- 
mum on the Florida Tweflth 
Grade Test, for uncondition- 
al admission to a state uni- 
versity. Also, these young 
people are from low income 
families and have limited 
cultural experiences. 

The project involves two 
major programs: (1) a sum- 
mer pre-college program— 
100 students and (2) a fresh 
man tutorial program — 150 
students. 

The college preparatory 
program include six weeks 
of intensive instruction in 
basic education courses: (1) 
remedial reading, (2) oral 
and written communica- 
tions, (3) fundamental math- 

sci- 


paratory program.
